Detailed Action 

This is the second Office Action corresponding to the continued examination. The 
application contains 37 claims. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not 
included in this action can be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
Claims 1-4, 6, 8-10, and 31-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Flora et al. (Pat No 2,712,917). 

Flora et al., at Fig 4, shows a bracket (30) comprising a first leg (40), a second leg (46), a 
third leg (37), a cut-out extending from the first leg towards the third leg, and an 
adjustable member formed by the cut-out, having a fixed end and a distal end. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
Claims 7, 12 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over 

Flora et al. 

With respect to claim 7, the specific bending angle is considered to be an obvious matter 
of engineering choice with no patentable significance. 

With respect to claims 12 and 13, the use of centerline does not add at all to the structure 
of the device. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5 and 1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 14-30, and 35-37 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that the patent to Flora does not show the slot as recited in the instant 
claims. The examiner disagrees in the way he (the examiner) reads Flora. Please see 
illustration below that illustrates the way the examiner is interpreting ting the reference.
